The independent claims 1 and 10 have been amended and raised the following NEW ISSUES that need further searches 
for new ground rejection: "a concentration of the reflective material scattering on a surface of the transflective film is adjusted 
according to a main mode of the transflective liquid crystal display device". 



This new issues is different from the limitations in claims 15 and 16 where the transflective liquid crystal display device has 
a reflective main mode with the concentration of the reflective material is increased and a transmissive main mode with the 
concentration of the reflective material is decreased. A reflective main mode and a transmissive main mode of the 
transflective liquid crystal display device are two independent and different transflective liquid crystal display device. 



Besides, applicant cancelled claim 14, applicant must also cancel claims 15 and 16 which both depend on the claim 14. 
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
